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Man lost his savings after 
benefits were cut in error

A man lost his life savings after 
he was wrongly denied bene¬ 
fits for 18 months when he un¬ 
derwent his fifth cardiac 
operation. 

The 67-year-old, who asked 
not to be named, received an 
apology after being asked to go 
to an assessment for disability 
living allowance the day after 
he had a heart bypass. 

The consultant engineer 
from Kingston was forced to 
stop work in 2009 because of 
his heart condition and it took 
him 18 months to win back the 
benefit money after being 
wrongly turned down. 

He said: “All the savings I 
had built up evaporated. I was 
relying on the help of friends 
and family to get by. 

“I have got a brick of a wife. 
She was absolutely brilliant. 
She went through a really hard 
time as at one point it looked 
touch and go for me.” 

The pensioner is one of 
dozens of disabled people who 
have overturned decisions to 
stop their benefits and he 
blamed the application pro¬ 
cess, which he said made his 
condition worse. 

He said: “If you can stagger 


50 yards you are fit enough not 
to get it. It does not matter how 
much pain you are in or how 
much medication you are tak¬ 
ing from their perspective. 

“The last thing I wanted was 
a battle. It is very easy to lose 
your temper. My heart rate 
would rocket and the next 
thing I knew was I was in the 
GP’s.” 

Jeanette Roe, from Chessing- 
ton, also appealed twice in two 


years to win her £378-a-month 
benefit back. It was stopped 
when she applied for extra 
money to get a Motability car 
so she would not have to rely 
on her husband, Alan Roe, 64. 

The 59-year-old had both 
knees replaced and suffers 
from chronic inflammatory de- 
myelinating poly, a disease that 
attacks nerves in the arms and 
legs, causing them to become 
inflamed and stop working. 


She received the disability 
money until two years ago, but 
said the benefit had now been 
stopped completely. 

Mr Roe said: “She gets noth¬ 
ing. It is disgusting when we 
have worked all our lives. It is 
taken away for no reason.” 

The Government plans to re¬ 
duce the DLA budget by 20 per 
cent and move claimants to a 
new benefit - personal indepen¬ 
dence payment - from next year.

Lib Dem councillor’s benefit claims to be inspected 


Stake in Eden 



Investigation: Councillor 
Dennen 


A Kingston councillor who stepped 
down from his party is under 
investigation for alleged benefit 
fraud against his own council. 

Sources on both sides of the polit¬ 
ical divide said Councillor Tim 
Dennen was asked to leave the Lib¬ 
eral Democrats in April, after com¬ 
ing under investigation. 

Details of the investigation can¬ 
not be revealed for legal reasons 
but, if it goes against him, Coun 
Dennen could be forced out of the 
Guildhall and face prosecution. 

Coun Dennen, now an indepen¬ 
dent, was backed by former rivals 
in the Tory party to become chair¬ 
man of Kingston neighbourhood 
committee but stepped down a 
week later. 

On his decision to quit, Coun 
Dennen said holding the position 
would be “difficult” given his cur¬ 
rent situation, though 


declined to elaborate. 

However, sources said the Can- 
bury ward councillor was forced to 
step down by council chief execu¬ 
tive Bruce McDonald. 

The neighbourhood meeting 
makes and approves decisions on 
the town centre and as chairman 
he would have had the casting vote. 

Speaking at the meeting to re¬ 
place Coun Dennen on July 18, Lib¬ 
eral Democrat councillor Penny 
Shelton said the Tory decision to 
install him as chairman was some¬ 
thing they “might have come to 
regret”. 

Mr McDonald was said to have 
written to Coun Dennen express¬ 
ing his anger over his decision to 
take the high profile job. 

Coun Dennen waited five weeks 
to explain why he stepped down 
from the Lib Dems back in April, 
blaming that split on disillusion¬ 


ment at the party’s direction. 

In that interview he explained he 
had recently got married and 
found work counselling young 
people, having previously been 
unemployed. 

According to Experian, Coun 
Dennen was technical engineer of 
the now dissolved electrical firm 
Dennen Mastering until April this 
year, though he has not been a 
director of the company since 
2008. 

When contacted by the Kingston 
Guardian he chose not to comment 
when questioned about the allega¬ 
tions. 

A spokesman for Kingston Coun¬ 
cil said: “It is not the council’s 
practice to comment on allegations 
or rumours relating to individual 
residents of the borough.” 

Coun Dennen won 2,469 votes at 
the 2010 election.

Mrs Frett admitted she had 
been through rocky times with 
her son, especially when her 
husband died seven years ago, 
but said she was a proud 
mother. 

She said: “Never give up on 
a disabled kid. You can’t 
because they are part of you 
and you are going to be 


holding their hands for a long 
long time. But every so often 
just let go a little. 

“One day you, me, all of us 
are not going to be here so we 
have to make sure our chil¬ 
dren are ready to walk the 
path on their own. But never 
give up on them.” 

The Special Olympics is a 
year-round everyday sports 
programme and the third 
member of the Olympic fami¬ 
ly, which is often confused 
with the Paralympics - which 
is for elite disabled athletes.

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River rescue 

Lifeboat crews were called out four 
times in as many hours to rescue 
people in trouble in the River 
Thames on one of the hottest days of 
the year. 

Police, ambulance crews and two 
RNLI lifeboats went to Kingston 
Bridge, after reports of a woman get¬ 
ting into trouble while swimming at 
2.40pm on Tuesday, July 24. 

Rohan Berry has been an RNLI 
crew member for 10 years and at¬ 
tended the incident, which happened 
hours after the Olympic torch passed 
through the town centre. He said a 
speedboat had tried to help the 57- 
year-old, who was suffering from hy¬ 
pothermia, but was unable to get her 
into the boat. 

He said: “She had been in there for 
a while and came downstream from 
outside the pubs on the riverside, so 
she had gone under the bridge. She 
was drunk and had self harmed the 
day before.” 

The woman was wrapped in a blan¬ 
ket before being taken to Kingston 
Hospital. 

On the way back to the Teddington 
base the RNLI crew were then called 
to a boat adrift in Richmond and a 
rowing boat struggling to go up¬ 
stream to Twickenham. 

Mr Berry said the final call of the 
day was to an attempted suicide of a 
57-year-old man who had jumped 
into the river near Hampton Court at 
9.30pm. 

In another incident, a skipper from 
Turks Launches rescued a three- 
year-old girl at Turks pier, Kingston, 
on Monday, July 23. 

The River Thames claimed two 
lives on a warm weekend in July last 
year, sparking urgent calls for 
greater river safety. 
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Biker who knocked girl 
down cleared in court

A motorcyclist who knocked over a 
six-year-old girl on her way to 
school has been cleared 
of driving without due care and 
attention. 

Amy Hale, 29, hit Jessica Yates, 
now seven, at the junction of the 
Leatherhead Road and Merritt 
Gardens in Chessington. 

The Lovelace Primary School 
pupil was left with a broken collar¬ 
bone after the accident on Septem¬ 
ber 21 last year. 

Miss Hale, who denied the of¬ 
fence, was travelling along the 
A243, Leatherhead Road, towards 
the M25 when she approached the 
lights next to a lorry. 

Lorry driver Royston Short said 
there was “bumper to bumper” 
traffic when he waved a woman 
and five children on before one was 
hit by Miss Hale. 

Miss Hale, of Birdhurst Road, 
Croydon, told Richmond Magis¬ 
trates’ Court: “I could not see 
them, my vision was obscured -

the lorry was in the way. 

“I was not expecting them to 
cross. 

“I did not go through a red light. I 
stayed at the same speed between 
10 and 15mph. 

“I was not driving unsafely.” 

She also told magistrates when 


she saw Jessica she tried to stop 
and swerved the other way to re¬ 
duce impact. 

PC Nicola Stilliard said she cau¬ 
tioned an “extremely distressed” 
Miss Hale. 

But she said: “I can see how 
something like this happened - I 
am a cyclist myself so I under¬ 
stand. Miss Hale had perhaps been 
naive and inexperienced. 

“My colleague and I were sur¬ 
prised this came to court.” 

Delivering the verdict, magis¬ 
trate Mr Pountin said: “We believe 
Miss Hale was driving at a cau¬ 
tious speed. We cannot be sure be¬ 
yond reasonable doubt that the 
lights were not green.” 

Speaking after the case, Miss 
Hale said: “I felt awful about it. I 
went to the hospital with the girl 
and six months later I got a 
summons. 

“I am relieved this has come to 
justice.” 

Sarah Yates, mother of Jessica, 
said: “Jessica is happy and back to 
her normal self, but still very wary 
about roads.” 


Mosque plans opposed by residents 


Plans for a mosque in Worces¬ 
ter Park have been met with 
fierce opposition. 

Businesses and residents have 
joined forces to sign a petition 
to ensure the plans do not go 
ahead. Petitions in shops along 
Central Road claim increased 
traffic would bring the area to a 
standstill. 

Sutton Council has received a 
submission for a place of wor¬ 
ship at numbers 2 to 4 Green 
Lane. 

Although the council is yet to 


confirm the plans are for a 
mosque, the drawings that have 
been submitted include a male 
and a female prayer room. 

Businesses said they were 
concerned the ward’s roads 
would be pushed to the limit. 

Council requirements for the 
site said developments must 
have limited or no parking, 
“provided the council is satis¬ 
fied this will not result in an in¬ 
crease in on-street parking”. 

Back in 2009, the idea of 
building a mosque in Green 


Lane was touted, but plans 
were never submitted, despite a 
group of company directors, 
collectively called Worcester 
Park Islamic Community Cen¬ 
tre, buying a building for 
£250,000 in November 2009. 

Worcester Park councillor 
Roger Roberts said: “Residents 
have concerns about traffic and 
parking and they will expect 
that to be considered in the ap¬ 
plication process.” 

The applicants declined 
to comment.

She said: “It is another 
milestone after 10 years of 
planning and legal battles.

Payback time for 
teenage burglar 

A teenage burglar who broke into the 
same primary school three times in two 
weeks has been ordered to pay the school 
compensation. 

The 17-year-old, who cannot be named 
for legal reasons, was given a nine-month 
referral order and told to pay £500 com¬ 
pensation after pleading guilty to break¬ 
ing into Green Lane Primary School, in 
Green Lane, Worcester Park. 

The boy was caught when police investi¬ 
gating a broken window at the school on 
June 6 found blood on the glass, which 
was sent for forensic examination. 

The DNA identified the boy, who was ar¬ 
rested at his home on June 26 by detec¬ 
tives from Sutton’s burglary and robbery 
investigation team. 

A DVD called The Spy Next Door that 
was taken from the school was recovered 
at his home. The boy admitted breaking 
into the school on two other occasions, as 
well as an attempted break-in. 

He said he had been drinking with 
friends when he climbed over the school 
fence and threw a log to break a class¬ 
room window. 

At Croydon Youth Court on July 17, he 
was sentenced to the referral order, 
which will see him involved in 
community payback work and a pro¬ 
gramme to try to address his offending 
behaviour.

Medals on 
her mind 


Three-time Olympian Kari¬ 
na Bryant, one of the most 
decorated British judoka in 
history, is eyeing an elusive 
Olympic medal in her 
fourth Games appearance 
in London, writes Stuart 
Amos. 

Team GB’s judo team 
have won 16 Olympic 
medals - seven silver and 
nine bronze - but have 
never won gold and you 
have to go back to Sydney 
2000 for their last Olympic 
medal, a silver courtesy of 
Kate Howey. 

Long-time standout Tol- 
worth-born Bryant is a 
four-time European cham¬ 
pion and seven-time world 
medallist in the women’s 
+78kg category. 

Bryant, below, is in action 
at the Excel Centre on Fri¬ 
day where she starts her 
campaign for the one 
medal that has eluded her 
with an opening round 
clash against Algeria’s 
Sonia Asselah. 

And the 33-year-old reck¬ 
oned she is the one others 
will fear. 

“I’ve seen a lot of tape on 
a lot of heavyweight fight¬ 
ers and Sonia Asselah is 
someone I haven’t come up 
against before,” said 
Bryant. 

“I feel good, the draw 
could have been better and 
could have been worse. Ev¬ 
erybody is ready to fight 
now.

Hockey boys 
love Park life 


Surbiton’s Ben Hawes insist¬ 
ed there is no place like home 
when it comes to pushing on 
to Olympic glory and Team 
GB’s hockey men can shoul¬ 
der the burden of home 
expectations. 

After starring in Great 
Britain’s opening 4-1 victory 
over Argentina in Group A on 
Monday evening, the Wimble¬ 
don Hockey Club star revelled 
in the home comforts of the 
Olympic Park. 

He said: “We are really com¬ 
fortable in the surroundings 
as we have been training here 
for a long time. 

“It is almost as if the stadi¬ 
um has been built up around 
us and we have been on the 
pitch a lot, which is a massive 
help. 

“When you go away to an 
Olympics you just don’t know 
what to expect, but here ev¬ 
eryone is comfortable in our 
home country. It just feels 
right for us to perform here.” 

The 32-year-old, star of two 
previous Olympic campaigns, 
pulled the strings on Monday 
night and insisted the squad 
was strong enough to give the 
home crowd something to 
cheer. 

“I’ve never been to an 
Olympics with a team as good 
as this and which has the po¬ 
tential to go a long way,” he 
added. 

A brace from Great Britain 
captain Barry Middleton and 
goals from Dan Fox and 
Richard Smith sealed the win 
in front of a packed and patri¬ 
otic arena. 

Surbiton Hockey Club stars 
James Tindall, Matt Daly and 
Rob Moore all played their 
part with Tindall spurning a 
gilt-edged opportunity to get 
his name on the scoresheet

and Daly seeing one of his ef¬ 
forts disallowed. 

Hawes added: “We felt in 
control most of the game 
apart from a couple of periods 
early in the second half when 
it was massively important we 
got the second goal. 

“We were put under pres¬ 
sure at times but I thought we 
defended brilliantly as 11 
players during the whole 
game. 

“The crowd were fantastic 
and we responded to them 
with a few goals and some 
good attacking play. 

“In fact the hockey as a 
whole has been a real positive 
for the Games. Even the early 
morning matches have been 
well supported.” 

Great Britain faced South 
Africa on Wednesday and 
Pakistan on Friday before 
taking on world number ones 
Australia - who beat South 
Africa 6-0 in their first match 
- on Sunday. 

And Moore admitted things 
were only going to get harder 
in Stratford. 

“We can be very happy with 
how we played. We knew Ar¬ 
gentina were going to be a re¬ 
ally tricky opening game,” 
said Moore. 

“We played them a couple of 
months ago out in Malaysia 
and lost 3-2, so it wasn’t going 
to be easy. It was pretty im¬ 
portant to get a good start. 

“There are no spare games 
at this tournament so you 
have to start strong.”

Surbiton rowing star Moe 
Sbihi’s Team GB men’s eight 
team-mate Greg Searle has 
admitted he may have had to 
reach for the tissues before 
yesterday’s Olympic men’s 
eight final - let alone after¬ 
wards, writes Stuart Amos. 

Searle, now 40, who won 
Olympic gold at Barcelona 
1992 with his brother Jonny 
in the coxed pair, made his 
last Olympic appearance at 
Sydney 2000 before announc¬ 
ing his retirement a year 
later. 


The former Hampton 
School student came out of 
retirement in 2009 to force his 
way into the men’s eight crew 
for London 2012 and has - 
with the help of fellow Mole- 
sey men James Foad and 
Sbihi - qualified for Wednes¬ 
day’s Olympic final by win¬ 
ning the repechage at Eton 
Dorney on Monday. 

The former Hampton 
School student reckoned he 
would have a lump in his 
throat before the opening 
race of the Olympic regatta

and he admitted he had gone 
through the ringer this week. 

“It felt amazing,” Searle 
said after his Olympic return. 

“I felt a range of emotions 
from excitement to feeling I 
was going to be sick with 
nerves, but it was definitely 
worth coming back.” 

And Searle revealed - win 
or lose - he was enjoying life 
back on the water. 

“If I compared my lifestyle 
to my peers when I was 20, I 
was missing out on a lot of 
fun stuff, but now I have 


a pretty good lifestyle,” he 
said. 

“When I drop my kids off at 
the school gate most of the 
other dads have to put a tie on 
and go off to work in the city, 
but I don’t have to do that. 

“The massive advantage is 
that I love it. No matter 
what’s on the training pro¬ 
gramme, I take it on.”

The greatest show on earth finally 
came to London on Friday and 
burst into life with an opening cere¬ 
mony that will live long in the mem¬ 
ory for its scale and imagination. 

A £27m budget and a cast of 15,000 
- including the Queen and James 
Bond - ensured a two billion global 
audience was gripped for the dura¬ 
tion of the Isles of Wonder-themed 
ceremony that carried viewers on a 
musical and literary journey 
through Britain’s heritage, from 
feudal to future. 


Oscar-winning director Danny 
Boyle’s spectacular featured an 
idyllic recreation of the English 
countryside, echoing William 
Blake’s Jerusalem, which gave way 
to the dark satanic mills of the In¬ 
dustrial Revolution that erupted 
like a volcano out of the centre stag¬ 
ing - culminating in the creation 
and merging of the Olympic rings 
in a blaze of molten fury in what 
will be one of the iconic images of 
the London Games. 

The Queen stole the show, 


opening the 30th Olympiad - and 
London’s third - after apparently 
sky-diving into the stadium with 
James Bond. 

Shakespeare, the creation of the 
internet, the NHS, contribution to 
pop music, and Peter Pan were all 
lauded as first rate examples of 
British achievement - before a som¬ 
bre reflection on the London Tube 
bombings preceded the arrival of 
the athletes. 

As Team GB entered the arena, 
seven billion pieces of paper 


cascaded into the stadium - repre¬ 
senting one for every person in the 
world. And, in a surprise break 
with tradition, the Olympic caul¬ 
dron - made up of 204 petals repre¬ 
senting each nation taking part - 
was lit by seven aspiring athletes 
after being carried into the stadium 
by Britain’s greatest Olympian - Sir 
Steve Redgrave. 

The sheer scale of the production, 
the sets, the machinery, the her¬ 
itage and the pride - interspersed 
with eccentric British humour - 


worked most into a patriotic fer¬ 
vour, which crescendoed when Paul 
McCartney, along with 70,000 in the 
stadium - sang Hey Jude. 

For three hours on Friday, Lon¬ 
don and Britain were exposed to the 
world, and Boyle, his creative team 
and volunteers, succeeded in pro¬ 
ducing a show that set the tone for 
the Games with a truly stunning 
and awesome spectacle.
